THE DAY'S DOINGS 


Boss Buck Is There on a Political 
Mission. 


WasHINGTON, August 22..-—[Special.]—The 
fate of the force bill has been officially 
settled. It is dead. 

However, 
resurrection at the next session. The wings 
of the republican senators flopped together 
today, and Quay, as expected, is the master of 
the situation. 

The agreement is as outlined in these 
dispatches last night—that the force bill 
shall go over until the next session. 

On Monday, a resolution, similar to Mr. 
Quay’s, mapping out an order of busi- 
ness for the balance of this sesssion, will be 
placed before the senate, and passed, 
probably, by unanimous consent. 

This was the result of last night’s 
caucus. - ‘ 

A committee appointed by that caucus 
met today, drew up a resolution similar to 
Mr. Quay’s, which provides that the tariff 
appropriation bill, and a few other unimpor- 
tant matters be considered at this session; 
that general debate on the tariff bill be 
closed on August 30th; that debate under 
the five minute rule be continued until 
September 8th, on which day the final 
yote shall be taken. After drawing up 
this resolution the republican committee 
drew up a paper containing this provision, 
and added to it was an agreement that 
the force bill be taken up the first thing 
next session, and that a vote upon it be 
taken on the 20th of December. The 
paper also provides for a change of the 
rules of the senate, if necessary, to accom- 
plish this result. 

This paper was circulated among the re- 
publicans for their signatures, and was 
quite generally signed. The idea of the 
committee was to get forty-three signatures. 
They did not succeed in this, but secured 
enough to make it absolutely certain that 
the bill would go over until the next session. 

Then the democratic leaders were ap- 
proached and the proposition was made to 
them that if they would agree to a vote on the 
tariff bill on the date mentioned in the resolu- 
tion and agree to adjourn within a few days 
thereafter, the force bill would not be consid- 
ered. 

Senator Gorman, the democratic leader in 
this fight, replied that he had no doubt but 
that his party would willingly accept such a 
proposition; he would confer with his col- 
leagues and give a definite answer in time for 
the order for business to be arranged on Mon- 
day. 

Tonight the democrats are holding a confer- 
ence at Senator Gorman’s residence to consider 
the matter and decide officially to accept the 
republican proposition. That part of the re- 
publican programme relating to the passage of 
the bill next session has not been made known 
to the democrats, as it has nothing to do with 
the agreement so far as this session is con- 
cerned. They will, however, fight the force 
bill as vigorously next session as they have 
this. 

While the proposition to pass the bill next 
session originated in the mind of Quay, for the 
purpose of whipping the fight without an open 
breach in his party, he knows that the bill has 
little more chance of passing next session 
than this. The agitation of the question 
throughout the country has caused half a 
dozen senators to change front, and there are 
now that many who openly say they are op- 
posed to such an infamous measure. 

In the first place, itis very doubtful if the 
rules can be changed; and in the second place, 
even if they are changed, there are many who 
believe the bill will be defeated on a fair, open 
vote in the senate. 

However that may be, its fate is settled for 
this session. There will be no federal bayonets 
around our polls in November, nor will tiare 
‘be federal returning boards to seat republicans 
who have no shadow of titles to seats in con- 
gress. Elections in the south will be as they 
have been for the past twenty years. 

Congress will adjourn about September 15th. 
Talk of an extra session was indulged in here 
this morning, butis all bosh. Nobody wants 
one aid there will be none. 

The democratic conference tonight, at 
Senator Gorman’s, adjourned at 11 o'clock, 
after deciding to accept the agreement pro- 
posed by the republicans. The agreement is 
that a general debate on the tariff bill shall 
close on August 30th; that the debate under 
the five-minute rule shall continue until 
September 8th, upon which day 
the final vote shall be taken. In 
making this agreement, the democrats have 
a pledge from the republicans that the force 
bill will not be called up this session. Instead 
of passing a resolution on Monday providing 
for an omfr of business, Mr. Aldrich will sim- 
ply ask unanimous consent fora vote on the tar- 
iff bill on September 8th, which will be agreed 
to. Thisisall that will be said or done in 
open session of the senate. 

The democrats gain a victory at every point. 
‘The force bill goes over, the rules remain un- 
changed, and they simply agree as heretofore 
by unanimous consent toa day for voting on 
the pending bill. 

The Compound Lard Bill. 

The vote on the compound lard bill is fixed 
for 4 o’clock tomorrow afternoon. A very 
vigorous fight has been made on the Dill by 
the southern democrats, led by Mason, of 
Chicago, a republican. However, it seems 
quite certain that the infamous bill, which 
has for its object the serious crippling of the 
cotton-oil industry of the south, will pass by 
quite a good majority. : 

Mr. Mason created a genuine sensation in 
the house during the discussion of the bill this 
afternoon by openly charging that the post- 
office department (Wanamaker) had been im- 
properly used to aid in the passage of this

He then asked for the appointment of acom- 
mittee to goto the department and get the 
papers, but the hour of adjournment arrived 
and he was cutoff. His remarks, however, 
created a genuine sensation, and Mr. Wana- 
maker stands under a very serious charge, and 
from a republican, too. 

Buck’s Mission. 

Boss Buck is here, and he comes for various 
purposes. 

In the first place he wants Denning con- 
firmed at Augusta, but Clarkson sat down 
upon him effectively this morning.

The result of the conference 
cannot be learned, but the best information is 
that they promised him some money for the 
ninth district, provided it can be raised. 
However, right now, the committee has very 
little funds on hand. If it can be raised, 
$5,000 will be spent in the ninth on Pickett, it 
being understood that Darnell is to withdraw 
from the racein favor of Pickett as soon as ;

COOPER IS ANGRY AGAIN. 


Because the Committee Would Not Let Him 


Look at the Books. 

WASHINGTON, August 22.—Representative 
Cooper was on hand to conduct the investiga- 
tion of Pension Commissioner Raum today 
and directed his efforts to tracing what be- 
came of the money Raum had borrowed on 
Lemon’s endorsement. His object, he stated, 
was toshowthat Raum was insolvent when 
he borrowed it, and that Lemon was aware of 
it. This he argued, would indicate a corupt pur- 
pose on the part of both borrower and lender. 
Mr. Cooper sought to ascertrin what business 
ventures Raum had engaged in, but after 
developing the fact that he held stock in two 
defunct mining companies, the committee cut 
off this line of inquiry, although Mr. Cooper 
protested that he wished to impeach™the 
witness’s judgment as to the value of mining 
and other stock enterprises, the committee 
declined to take testimony upon the question 
of Raum’s solvency or business sagacity. 

Mr. Raum produced the stock book of the 
refrigerator company and furnished a list of 
stockholders, which was verified by the com- 
mittee. He testified that it contained the 
name of no employee in the pension office ex- 
cept his own, and that no stock was ever 
offered to any employe. 

Mr. Cooper declared that the proceeding 
was ex parte; that it was beneath the dignity 
of a member of congress or a respectable at- 
torney to participate in such an investigation. 
(He had not been permitted to look at the 
stock book.) 

The committee offered to allow him to in- 
spect the verified list, but he refused to do so 


themselves, so the committee adjourned, to 
meet September Ist.

New YORK, August 22.—Futures opened at a 
decline of 8 points.on August, 2 points on Septem- 
ber and partially 1 point on other months, closing 
steady at a decline of 13 points on August, and an 
advance of 3 to4 points on other months from yes- 
terday’s closing prices. Receipts at ports 2,334 
bales, against 1,180 bales last year, and for the 
week 14,258 bales, against 6,525 for the same time 
ayearago. It was an irreguiar market, with Au- 
gust option a weak feature, dropping 31 points 
under general and heavy selling, precipitated by a 
drop of 66-4in Liverpool, where sales, though 
larger, were still only 7,000 bales, while Manchester 
continued dull. Southern markets were declining, 
and August notices for 1,000 bales were Ss. 
here. he later months advanced, being consid 
ered relatively cheap here and in Liverpool]. Cot- 
ton on spot was '4c lower. 


The Splendid Rice Crop. 

CHARLESTON, August 22.—[Special.]—News 
has been received here from Georgetown of 
the almost unprecedented good condition of 
the rice crop in the upper Peedee section. One 
planter, R. E. Fraser, commenced harvesting 
on Friday last a seventy-acre field. The writer 
of the letter, an experienced planter, says he 
has no recollection of any rice ever being cut 
in that section as early as thislot. He thinks 
that harvesting will generally commence on or 
before the 25th instant. The. news from the 
rice fields lower down the coast is equally 
cheering. Everything points to an nnprece- 
dented rice crop in South Carolina.

WHAT THEY CONSIDER THEIR RIGHT. 


Vice President Webb to the State od 


Board. 
THE CENTRAL DISCHARGED THE MEN 


Because They Violated the Rules 
of the Road. 


New York, August 22.—This is a day of 
expectancy in the railroad situation. No one 
knows what tomorrow will bring forth, 
whether the great strike, which itis now be- 
lieved must come, will be declared on, oF 
whether it will be postponed till Monday. It 
is evident that there is considerable difference 
of opinion between Mr. Sergeant, of the Fire- 
men’s Brotherhood, and Mr. Sweeny, of the 
Switchmen’s Union, the latter being opposed 
to the strike, and saying it was not at all cer- 
tain that the supreme council would order 
one. The Knights of Labor criticise Mr. 
Sweeny. They assert that he has changed 
front, if correctly reported, and add that Mr. 
Sergeant’s influence preponderates, anyhow. 
Labor leaders say there is nothing to do save 
to strike, as the principle involved is the right 
of workingmen to organize. 

THE STATE BOARD ASKS ARBITRATION. 

More literature was added to the strike his- 
tory this afternoon and evening. State Com- 
missioner Donovan, of the board of mediation 
and arbitration, sent a letter to Vice President 
Webb and a copy to Mr. Powderly, saying: 

It having come to the knowledge of the state 
board of mediation and arbitration that another 
strike is seriously threatened upon the 
lines of our company, I am in- 
structed by the board to again communicate 
with you, and invite a joint conference between 
the officers of your company and representatives 
of your employes with the view of devising some 
means, either by arbitratfon or such other method 
as may, be mutually agreed upon, whereby the 
threatened strike may be averted, and an abrupt 
interruption of travel and transportation of 
freight prevented. 

MR. POWDERLY WILLING. 

Mr. Powderly, in reply, said: 

Our board is willing to comply with your re- 
quest and hold themselves in readiness to re- 
spond ata moment’s notice. We have from the 
beginning been willing and anxious to submit 
the matter to your board for adjustment. 

MR. WEBB WILL NOT ARBITRATE. 

In reply Mr. Webb says: 

The further strike referred to by you will or 
will not take place, as the efforts of the persons 
who have left our service may or may not meet 
with success. I believe that such efforts will 
fail. The operating force of this com- 
pany is full; the passenger service of 
the company is regularly performed, and there ig 
no obstruction to its freight service except lawless 
interference, and @pprehension thereof seems to 
me inappropriate and unnecessary to have the 
conference as suggested by you. 

VICE PRESIDENT WEBB’S STATEMENT. 


The following statement is given our vy Mt 


Webb for publication: 

No man has been discharged by this company 
because he was a Knight of Labor or member of 
any other organization. The company has dis- 
charged men irrespective of their membership in 
the order of the Knights of Labor for drunken- 
ness, incapacity, breach of duty, insubordination 
and for lack of sufticient work to employ them, 
and it will continue to doso whenever proper oc- 
casion arises. 

The people of this state granted to this company 
its franchise and made it obligatory upon it to 
render certain services tothe public, and provided 
that all its duties, including the employment and 
discharge of all classes of agents, shou'd be per- 
formed by certain officers, and its officers do not 
propose to surrender, abandon or transfer the dis- 
charge of these duties orany part of them to any 
one except their duly appointed successors. 

It would be a moral and probably cruminal 
neglect of duty forme to omit to discharge a 
switch or towerman for drunkenness when upon 
his sobriety and fidelity to duty depends the 
safety of iife and limb of some of the millions 
of passengers transported annually by this com- 
pany. We could temporarily supply the}iplace of 
a man who absented himself from work for two 
days without leave and without excuse, 
but what business, private or _ public, 
can be carried on under such condition. What 
employer can tolerate inso'ence and insubordina- 
tion, based upon the belief that the offender will 
be supported therein by the secret organization to 
which he belongs and by the agency of which the 
ape business can be damaged or stopped? 

The foregoing gives, without setting forth the 
name or place of employment, the causes which 
called for the discharge of the fifty or sixty men 
referred toin Mr. Powderly’s appeal. For these 
discharges andtoavert the threatened strike, I 
have been called on by Mr. Powderly and his asso- 
ciates to consent to the monstrous absurdity of 
Satisfying, by some kind of arbitration, 
or investigation, persons other than the duly con- 
stituted authorities of the wre segs A that these 
causes existed, a demand which, as long as I 
oecupy the position with which I am entrusted, I 
feel my duty to firmly decline.

CLEVELAND, August 22.—When Chief 
Arthur, of the Brotherhood of Engineers, was 
asked today what reply he wished to make to 
Mr. Powderly’s open letter addressed to him, 
through the Associated Press, he instantly 
said that he would be pleased to give Mr. 
Powderly the information he sought. The 
letter, however, must be addressed to him 
officially, as he never paid attention to letters 
such as was published this morning. The 
position of the engineers was well known, but 
Mr. Arthur would be glad to emphasize it 
if Powderly addressed him a letter officially. 

THEY REFUSED THE STRIKERS’ PLACES. 

BuFrra.o, N. Y., August 22.—Men to take 
the strikers’ places are arriving on most of the 
incoming trains. Thirty-eight, from] Chicago 
reached here about 8 o’clock this morning, but 
on learning that they were expected to take 
the switchmen’s places, all but five of them 
refused to go to work, and were promptly dis- 
missed without pay or transportation home. 

A DEMAND ON THE DELAWARE AND HUDSON. 

ALBANY, August 22.—A Knights of Labor 
committee caJled upon Superintendent Ham- 
mond today, asking for a decision to their re- 
quest that the Delaware and Hudson refuse 
to accept freight from the Central road. Su- 
perintendent Hammond said he would let the 
men know tomorrow what course the road 
would pursue. 

One of the officials of the Delaware and 
Hudson, speaking on the question, said it was 
difficult to see what right the men had to make 
such a demand, the effect of which, if granted, 
would be to practically tie up the Delaware 
and Hudson almost as bad as the Central 
road, as a large pes of the road’s own freight 
traffic depended on its connection with the 
Central. : 

THE SITUATION IN THE YARDS. 

At the West Albany and Karner yards great 
progress was made in cleaning up these yards. 
Over two hundred men are now at work there, 
and one hundred more from Chicagoand other 
points west are expected tonight. One of the 
Central’s officials, in speaking of the working 
force at these yards tonight said there will be 
at work tomorrow about twice the number of 
men usually ge wy in these yards. We 
handled more freight today than any day since 
the strike was declared.

A few Knights 
of Labor who went out from the West Albany 
shops have returned to work. Several of the 
men who remained at work at the West Al- 
bany shops have complained of attempted as- 
ag by the strikers on their way home from 
work, 


TROUBLE AT THE STOCK YARDS. 


The Firemen and Engineers Strike for 


Higher Wages. 


CuicaGco, August 22.—All of the firemen 
and engineers employed by the Union Stock 
Yards Switching Association went on a strike 
for higher wages this morning. At noon forty 
engines, having each two men, were lying 
idle at Forty-seventh street yard. In conse- 
quence of the strike 120 switchmen are also 
id!e. The switching or transfer system is the 
largest in the country, as the association does 
all the work for immense packing houses at 
the yards. Consequently all the work at the 
packing houses is at a standstill. The tracks 
are filled with immense trains of fresh meat, 
which were destined for outside points. The 
reasons for the strike are that the firemen 
receive 16} cents an hour and engineers 28 
cents. Thé firemen want 20 cents and the 
engineets 30 cents. The men also desire 
Sunday work regulated. The demands were 
made this morning to G. T. Williams, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Stock Yards Com- 
pany. The men refused his request to go to 
work until their demands could be considered, 
and struck at once. 


Protecting the Railroad Employes. 
WASHINGTON, August 22.-The house com- 
mittee on railwaysand canals has agreed to 
report favorably on the bill for the protection 
of railroad property and of railroad employes 
engaged in handling it. The bill provides for 
safety couplers on freight cars and power 
brakes on locomotives, but gives railway com- 
panies sufficient time to prepare for the change. 
After January 1, 1893, it shall be unlawful for 
railroad companies to run a train that cannot 
be controlled by an engineer. 
Representative Hansbrough, of North 
rasolution proposing an amendment to the 
constitution, providing that neither the 
United States nor any state shall pass any 
law authorizing the establishment or main- 
tenance of a lottery or the distribution of prizes 
by chance.

A GRAVITY TRAINS FRIGHTFUL RIDE 


And the Long List of Casualties 
Which Resulted. 


A BANK TELLER’S STOCK SPECULATIONS. 


A Rome Postoffice Clerk and the 
Charges Against Him. 


READING, Pa., August 22.—A runaway car 
on Mount Penn Gravity railroad, which as- 
cends a mountain near here, dashed down a 
five-mile declivity at 11 o’clock this. morn- 
ing, at a frightful speed. When the car 
reached the station at the foot’ of the hill, 
it jumped the track and rolled down a 
fifty-foot embankment, where it landed up- 
side down with the passengers imprisoned 
inside, except several who had jumped off. 
Four have been taken out dead, including 
Charles Rettew, conductor of the car, and 
Edgar M. Levan, an attorney. of Reading, 


aged forty. A number of persons were 
injured. 
The road has a rise of 800 feet in a 


distance of five miles. The cars are hauled 
up by an engine, and are allowed to return 
by gravitation. 

There are different stories as to the 
cause of the accident, but it appears that 
when the top was reached, the point where 
the gravity portion of the road commences, 
the engine was detached and the cars ran 
away while the passengers were_still on 
board. 

The distance to the point of-starting— 
five miles—it is estimated was covered by 
the runaway car in about three minutes, 
the car attaining a fearful speed, estimated 
at eighty miles an hour. It remained on 
the track to the fall of the plane, going 
around all the curves, while the passen- 
gers shrieked in their fright, and several 
jumped off. Following are the casualties:

The cashiers of several 
other banks were called in and requested to 
investigate the books.

$15,000 or $20,000 of the bank’s money, and, 
rather that get any deeper, he made the con-: 
fession. 

The defalcation is partially covered by the 
Guarantee Company of North America in @ 
$10,000 bond, and the balance may be made 
up by his friends, It is understood that an 
effort to compromise is being made. 

Mr. W. E. Metzer, agent of the guarantee 
company, will await instructions before tak- 
ing any steps. Allen is a marrted man, thirty- 
one years of age, and of good family. He has 
always borne a good reputation, and has many 
friends. He has not been placed under arrest, 
but is being watched by detectives.

WOOLFOLK TRIAL AND THE 
TAX RATE. 
: TES ED 
Some Macon Inventions—Deaths in Macon—

Macon, Ga., August 22.—[Special.]—As al- 
ready statedin Tur ConstiruTion the net 
increase in taxable values in Bibb county for 
the year 189 is $1,500,000. The county commis- 
sioners at their meeting today referred to 
this fact with a great deal of interest 
and satisfaction.

Colonel Irby Talks About the Situation- 
The Colored Alliance, 

Cotumsia, 8. C., August 22.—[Special.J]— 
Colonel J. L. M.Irby’s Tillmanic state ex- 
ecutive committee, which met here last night, 
did net have a quorum. An informal session 
was held, however, in which the political sit- 
uation was discussed in a general way, but no 
formal action was taken on any question. 

It was confidently expected that enough 
members would come in this morning to make 
a quoruih, but they did not appear, and 
Chairman Irby decided to postpone the meet- 
ing, subject to hiscall. The members have 
therefore returned to their homes. 

Colonel Irby said to The Chronicle corres- 
pondent that his committee regarded them- 
selves as the legal committee, and that a 
quorum was not present only because of the 
unavoidable absence of certain members. He 
said he was going tocall the September con- 
vention to order. He seems confident 
that Captain Shell will receive 
the congressional nomination in this 
district, but in so expressing. himself, he said 
he could not be partisan now, as he repre- 
sented the democracy of South Carolina. 

THE COLORED ALLIANCE. 

The colored State Farmers’ Alliance con- 
vention today adapted a resolution to the 
effect thafthere should be no politics what- 
everinthe order. Before its adoption, how- 
ever, several members offered various kinds of 
loophole .resolutions, and a heated political 
discussion was nipped in the bud by the chair- 
man, who stated that he was not going to let 
politics enter the alliance. He at once put 
the resolution to a vote, and it was 
adopted unanimously and provision was 
made for the establishment of an alliance 
organ. -Each suballiance is to give $1, and the 
name of the paperis to be The Alliance Aid 
of South Carolina. The subscription will be 
$2 per year, and it was decided to publish it in 
the summer, J.C. Simmons and R. D. Richard- 
son being elected editors ata salary of $200 per 
year each. Seven delegates, one from each 
congressional district, were elected to the 
national convention. 


A SPLIT IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


The Negroes Are Tired of Being Shut Off 
from the Offices. 

RALEIGH, N. C., August 22.—[Special.J— 
Some of the delegates to the negro state con- 
vention, which meets here on the 26th, ar- 
rived today. The secretary says there will be 
a good representation from most parts of the 
state. 

The convention will prepare a statement to 
be sent to President Harrison, giving infor- 
mation regarding the character of the white 
republicans who are at the head of affairs in 
North Carolina. This will charge that they 
are spoilsmen who have the ear of the admin- 
istration, and who only want the 
offices ; that they say to the 
administration that if the negroes are 
kept out, all will be well, and that he can 
carry the state, while in private they admit 
there is no sort of chance of this. 

The negroes say that if, after this statement 
is made, the administration continues its 
present policy as dictated by the self-ap- 
pointed white republgcan leaders in this state, 
they will leave the party. They will charge 
that these white men, and not the negroes, are 
responsible for the disgrace of the party by 
those tight, that thoy are tho only onos in the 
_party who are solely for spoils, and that they 
sell out the party year after year. If demo- 
crats of not extreme ideas are nominated, the 
negroes will, in many cases, vote for them, they 
say openly. 

The secretary says it is very probable. that 
Alexander McIver will be the republican can- 
didate for congress in this district. In the 
seventh district P. C. Thomas is out as an 


Texas Republicans Treat Him as They Do 
in the North. 
San Antonio, Tex., August 22.—[Special.] 


. There is dissension in the ranks of the repub- 


licans in San Antoniojand Bexar county. 

The republican league is composed of a fac- 
tion in which the colored men are permitted no 
place, all of its members being white men, its 
qualifications for memship restricting its mem- 
bers to that color. The league has undertaken 
to run the republican party, and had the call 
for the meeting to select delegates to the state 
convention so made for a mass meeting of 
white republicans, instead of holding separate 
primary meetings in each precinct in the 


county. : 

This action, the negroes claim, is not in ac- 
cordance with the customs or principles of the 
g. 0. p.. and the colored men are going to hold 
primary precinct meetings and select delegates 
to the state convention regardless of those 
chosen by their white brethren at the latter’s 
mass meeting. They will then contest the 
seats of the whites selected at the mass meet- 
ing in the convention which meets here Sep* 
tember 3d. 


Colored Alliancemen in North Carolina. 

Raveienu, N. C., August 22.—[{Special.J— 
The North Carolina Colored State Farmers’ 
Alliance met here today and has a large repre- 
sentation. Over forty counties are officially 
represented. 

There are over 500 suballiances in the state 
with a membership of 18,000. 

It is difficult to secure much information 
regarding the alliance. The superintendent 
head of the colored alliance in the south is a 
white man named Humphreys, and he lives in 
Mississippi. The negroes employ Humphreys 
and other white men at liberal salaries to con- 
duct the business affairs and organization. 

The state superintendent for North Carolina 
is J. J. Rogers, a white man, of Apex, Wake 
county. 

The session of the alliance will continue two 
or three days. Itis separate from the white 
alliance, but has the hearty sympathy of the 
latter. Further south the strength of the col- 
ored alliance is much greater than here and 
it’s better organized.

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THE FIRST TRIP 
BY THE HIAWASSEE 


THE NEW LINE TO KNOXVILLE. 


Some of the Beauties of the ‘Mari- 
etta and North Georgia, 


IMPORTANT PIECE OF ENGINEERING. 


Interesting Story of the First Trip 
Over the New Route. 


Canton, Ga., August 22.—[Special.]—All 
aboard! Atlanta to Knoxville via ‘*Hiawassee 
route.’ 

This was the route I took last Monday morn- 
ing, going on the first train scheduled from 
Atlanta over the Western and Atlantic to 
Marrietta, thence to Blue Ridge over the 
Marrietta and North Georgia, and from there 
over the Knoxville Southern to Knoxville, the 
leading city of East Tennessee, 224 miles from 
Atlanta by this route. The day was a bright 
and cheerful one, the engine was manned 
by Mr. Fred Banks, the train in 
charge of Conductor Johns Garwood, 
and everything betokened a_ pleasant 
and safe trip through the mountains of north 
Georgia awl East Tennessee, and the result 
Was just as had been hoped for. 

From Atlanta to Biue Ridge, over the old 
roadbed, the usual twenty-five miles per hour 
were made, but before a start could be made 
over the new road, a half-hour’s time had 
been lost. 

Soon all was ready, Conductor Garwood 
shouted all aboard, and then away went the 
iron horse, putting and snorting, on a trip 
never before made, headed toward Knoxville, 

2? miles away. The trip was one of unusual 
interest to all, passengers and trainmen alike: 
it being entirely new. The scenery along the 
route is grand, inspiring and simply inde- 
scribably beautiful. As the train would go 
sweeping by the farmhouses, the little 
villages and country schools, the people would 
flock _to see it, wave greetings and send up 
hurrahs for the road and its progressive man- 
agement. At Ducktown several hundred 
peop'e had gathered to greet the first through 
train from Atlanta, and send welcome tidings 
to the outside world. Her enterprising 
citizens had engaged a_ brass band 
and had it ready to make the 
welkin ring, and the negro and his banjo were 
also on hand. But not satisfied with the show 
they had thus made, this greeting was placed 
én the hands of their visitors: 

DUCKTOWN 

Sends greetings to Knoxville and Atlanta. We 
congratul:te the railroad officials and the feople 
upon the completion of the Knoxville Southern 
railway. We hail this event as the beginning of 
an era of matchless growth and prosperity to this, 
one of the richest sections of the south. Our in- 
exhaustible deposits of copper, iron, marble and 

ther m‘neral treasures are now accessible to the 
outside world, and we extend a (riendly invitation 
to capital and labor to co-operate .with us in de- 
veloping them. MANY CITIZENS. 

Ducktc wn, August 18th. * 

Ducktown is in Tennessee, but not far from 
the line of Georgia and North Carolina, and is 
a@ place noted for its copper mines. 

There are some twenty copper mines: there. 
covering an area of about twenty-square miles. 
They are principally owned in New York, and 
have been idle since abeat 1879, but, now that 
the Knoxville Southern rattroad -passes direct- 
ly through the property, giving suéh good rail- 
road facilities for shipping in coal with which 
to work it, and phosphates out of which, with 
the sulplurettes, fertilizers can be made, work 
is soon to begin again, and on even a more ex- 
tensive scale than ever before, although as 
many as 3,000 hands were once employed in 
these mines. 

Before reaching Ducktown, following down 
the Ccoee river, some very fine farming 
lands were seen, while the river and rugged 
banks on eitherside, occasionally furnished a 
magnificent view. Leaving Ducktown, for 
several miles, the country seemed to grow 
more wild, wierd, rugged, mountainous and 
sparsely populated, until a farmhouse really 
became a rare sight, but all this time the 
scenery was gradually becoming more beauti- 
ful. To give an idea of the fine 
engineering necessary to locate a 
railroad through these mountains, 
I will give you this rough diagram and ac- 
companying explanation, as given me by 
Supervisor Clayton. 
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But at present a temporary line is used, the 
descent being made by means ofa W. It will 
probably be a year before the permanent line 
here and at other points along the line is com- 
pleted. The mountain circled around above 
is about forty miles above Blue Ridge, 
just before the Hiawassee river is 
reached. When the Hiawassee river is reached, 
there, for fifteen or twenty miles, some of the 
grandest scenery is*seen that any southern 
road can_ boast of, equaling almost that along 
the Denver and Rio Grande. The road hugs 
the river banks closely, and,in order to get 
the span necessary for track, great mountains 
of solid rock had to be blasted and cut down 
for several miles. These craggy cliffs and 
peaks, reaching up for hundreds of 
feet and kissing the skies on either 
e.de the rippling, splurging river make just 
the prettiest and most indescribably beautiful 
scenery imagipvable—prettier than the most 


popular picture of any scenic artist. The. 


river is a beautiful one, and at certain points 
the waters run smoothly and lazily along, 
while at others they go tumbling <n | inadly 
rushing down and over the huge rocks that 
fill the bed of the river. Here are the rapids, 
there the succession falls; here the eddies and 
there the narrows, all presenting a most in- 
spiring and enjoyable view. From the purling 
waters the eye can turn and feast upon the 
jagged cliffs with their twining wild ivy, 
flowers and forests clinging to their sides. The 
river averages about 100 yards across, but for 
about 100 yards at one place, known as the 
narrows, itis barely twenty feet wide, and of 
anknown depth. At this point, it is said, three 
men, two negroes and one white, were accf- 
dentally drowned and their bodies forever lost. 
After crossing the Hiawassee bridge, the road 
passes through the Savannah farm, and from 
there on for about sixty miles, until the Ten- 
nessee river is crossed at Knoxville, a fine 
farming country is traversed. The thrift and 
progress of their owners is shown by 
well filled barns of hay and other

While the roadis now open for business, 
and is —e both passenger and freight 
trains on schedule time, and thus far without 
asingle accident, yet t bed is not as safe 
and perfect as it will be in a few weeks. Sev- 
eral hundred hands are at work every day sur- 
facing up, ballasting and putting in ties and 
changing the temporary on to the permanent 
lines. The road is really in first-class. 
condition for a new road, and every trip thus 
far has been made safely and on schedule 
time. The bridges and trestles are all first- 
class and over a great portion of the road 
thirty-five miles an hour can be easily made, 
although the average speed is less than twenty 
milesan hour. This road is bound to prove of 
great importance to both Georgia, North Caro- 
ina and Tennesse, and notwithstanding the 
grading has been exceedingly costly,averaging 
perhaps $18,000 per mile, it will doubtless 
prove to be one of the best paying roadsin a 
short while. of any southern road. It has 
splendid connections, and in a few years will 
have still better, and being operated under 
practically the same management as the Mari- 
ettaand North Georgia and the Knoxville, 
Cumberland Gap and Louisville, it has supe- 
rior advantages and connections to begin with. 
Knoxville has already consigned her first 
goods over the road. Mr. F. L. DeLay, at 
Holly Springs, in this county, received the 
first. While Tennessee is shipping to Georgia, 
we, too, are shipping to them. Mr. J. H. 
Barnes, of the Marietta knitting mills, was 
one of the first through passengers over 
the road to Kuoxville and sold 
the jobbers of that place several hundred 
dozen of his gentlemen’s hose, which will be 
shipped out over the new road. So wealready 
begin to exchange our goods. The competi- 
tion of this road opens up a limitless territory, 
rich in agricultural resources, minerals, 
timber and water powers, and the great benefit 
it will be both to Georgia and Tennessee 
cannot now be even surmised, and well may 
Tennessee and Georgia rejoice over its comple- 
tion. Noroad of itslength and through a 
country as mountainous was ever built as 
quickly as this—in less than eighteen 
months, but men with vim, energy and in- 
domitable will, have been pushing it, and, 
too, the $275,000 donation of Knoxville, has 
spurred the work on. Superintendent J. B. 
Glover spent the last six weeks right among 
the men, and in less than two weeks time, he 
had twenty-five miles of rails laid and cars 
running over it, and to him more than any one 
else, we are indebted for the early completion 
of this road, although many others also de- 
serve especial praise. In order to comply with 
the company’s contract with tho city of 
Knoxville the road had to be completed by 
August 23d, but this date was beaten by six 
days, although the city had, subsequent to the 
contract, granted an extension of sixty days’ 
time if needed, but the sixty days is not 
needed, and the city’s committee has been 
over the road and found the contract fully 
complied with, they having made a tour of 
inspection on Tuesday last. 

Trains are now running through from At- 
lanta to Knoxville, and the schedule 
is plummed every time. The 
road is getting better every day, and from time 
to time the speed will be increased, until a 
speed equal to any road will be attained and 
the trips made in perfect safety. Safe and 
reliable men are at the head, and they are de- 
termined not to have any accidents through 
carelessness or any fault of theirs, if possible 
to prevent it. 

The ‘‘Hiawassee route’ is a good one, safe, 
picturesque and quick, and is destined to be a 
most popular one. On the first through trip 
from Atlanta, last Monday, Conductor Gar- 
wood took up sixty-odd fares, about half of 
which were to Knoxville. Dr! Thompson, of 
Atlanta; Mr. J. H. Barnes, of Marietta, and 
others, were through passengers to Knoxville, 
besides several of the road’s ofticials and em- 
ployes. 

the merchants and manufacturers of Knox- 
ville are making big preparations to entertain 
free for three days the merchants and editors 
along and contiguous tothe Marietta and North 
Georgia, and Knoxville Southern roads, who 
will also be provided with free passes over 
these roads from September 8th to 17th. 
Knoxville realizes the great benefit to be de- 
rived from the building of this road, and is 
moving now to get at least some of the trade 
of this section, and she willgetit, too, and 
aright smart of it unless Atlanta merchants 
get a good sized ‘‘move on them,’’ which they 
can and doubtless will do.

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A BRIGHT OUTLOOK, 


Notwithstanding Money Has Been Very 
Tight During the Week. 

NEW YorK, August 22.--The weekly review of 
trade of R. G. Dun & Co., says: The signs of 
monetary disturbance which were noticed in 
previous reviews were not misleading. Money 
loaned Thursday at half a cent per day premiuin 
or about 190 percent yeariy, and most of the loans 
were at a qguarier premium. Money for com- 
mercial ioans is searce and rates nominal. 
Though the Bank of England lowered its 
rate from 5 to 4 per cent, and _ the 
European markets were easier, there was 
no relief for immediate demand here. 
At Philadelphia money was tight; at Chi- 
cago instrong demand; at St. Louis usually scarce 
at 7 to8 per cent; at New Orleans tightening; at 
Denver and St. Paul in good demand, and at Mil- 
waukee more active at 7 per cent; firm at Kansas 
City, and rather tight at Detroit at 7 per cent. 

The treasury has announced that it will redeem 
$20,000,000 of the 414 per cent bonds, and accelerate 
payment for silver bought, but some persons 
doubt whether these measures will prove ade- 
- cong The obvious and oniy suflicient relief is 
the liquidation of money. Speculations in 
stocks, in wheat, corn, oats, cotton, leather, hides, 
coffee, wovl, and especially in silver bullion, 
have locked up enormous sums. In silver alone 
about ten millions have been locked up to wait for 
high prices. In grain several times as much and 
in other Br ge many millions, while the con- 
dition of the market for securities was in- 
dicated by a fall averaging about $2 per share in 
a single day on active stocks, when money became 
tight. In addition, the enormous imports in- 
tended to anticipate the pending tariff bi!! have 
virtually locked up for an indefinite time many 
millions paid for goods and in duties on them. 
The volume of legitimate business throughout the 
country continues large, exceeding that of last 
year by 10 per cent outside of New York, and the 
desire to market products quickly as prices rise 
causes agreater demand for currency from the 
country than usual. * 

During the past week the treasury has paid out 
only $61,000 more than it has taken in, but new 
orders will doubtless put several millions into 
circulation very quickly, and provide an adequate 
wee for time if speculations are checked. 

The iron industry still shows a strong demand 
for finished products, with some stiffening prices, 
but the su p y of pig iron is so large that prices 
are shaded in urgency to sell. 

The market for wooi is dull and prices are lower, 
—_ supply of foreign goods offered being very 

rge. 

eports from other cities, with very few excep- 
tions, indicate that a larger trade than ever before 
is in progress with satisfactory collections and a 
bright outlook. Crop reports are less discourag- 
ing though the yield must fail below early antici- 
cee as to grain. Philadelphia notes a large 
usiness in leather and boots and shoes with less 
complaint of collections. 

In general, the condition of legitimate business 
is encouraging, unless monetary pressure and 
labor controversies interfere. The threat of a great 
strike on all the Vanderbilt roads has helped to 
depress stocks and to disturb shipments.

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“THE FAIR LILLIAN. ~ 


SHE CAN GROW DRAMATIC WHEN 
OCCASION REQUIRES. 


Her Visit to the Grave of the Man She Mur- 
dered—How She Passes Her Time 
in Jail at Present.

Murpney,N.©.,Augus t22.—[Special.}—The 
festive Lily Gould is nothing if not dramatic. 
Just now ber field of operation is limited to 
the space enclosed within the four walls of 
thé jail here, for on her committal trial on 
the warrant last sworn out she waived ex- 
amination, transferring her headquarters to 
that institution. She cannot be tried until 
October next, for not until] then does the next 
term of the superior court convene. = 

Today Captain Meroney, the officer who had 
her in charge at the time her husband was 
buried, told a story of a rather sensational ex- 
perience he had with the fair Lillian. 

“On Sunday last,” he said, ‘‘when she had 
perfecte er arrangements to leave on the 
next 1 uae Mrs. Gould came to me and 
demanded of me that I take her to the place 
where her husband was buried. I didn’t pay 
much attention to her at first, and then she 
came at me with a decidedly fierce command 
that I do as she asked. Well, I went with 
her at once to Oakland cemetery, and took her 
tothe mound which indicated Charley Gould’s 
burial place. As we approached it she rushed 
to the grave and fell at full length at the foot 
of the grave. She was deathly pale, and her 
lips moved asif in prayer. : 

‘‘She remained there some minutes,then with 
my assistance rose. She asked me for particulars 
about the burial, making me tell her of the 
depth of the grave, the kind of casket that 
contained the body, and all about it. Then 
she sank down at the base of a tree near by 
and broke out into loud lamentations. ’ 

“‘Oh, I never, nover meant to kill him,’ 
she said. ‘As God is my judge, I 
never meantit. I only meant to put him in 
the hands of the doctor. What else could I 
do? He got worse,.and worse,’ and then she 
looked at me asif forananswer. ‘He knows 
it,’ she continued, ‘he is not angry with me. I 
tried to nurse him back to life, and oh, I 
loved him so!’ 

‘Then with an air of a tragedy queen in @ 
ten-cent show she plucked from her bosom 
some-snow white flowers, and placing them on 
the grave, said in most dramatic tones, ‘Take 
them, love, my heart is with them.’ 

‘Then,’’ said the officer, ‘‘she told me she 
was going away, but that she would come 
back to be buried by his side. She told me 
she would send money for tombstones and for 
the purchase of ground by his side for her own 
body.”’ 

Mrs. Gould spends most of her time writing. 
She has developed into a great poet, and 
springs a new one onthe jailer every day or 
so. The poems are principally about her 
‘Charley,’’ and they are notable for their 
length.

THE CHILDREN GROUP IN TWENTIES. 


Bounties for Large Families from 
the Government. 


QUITE A NOVEL POLITICAL SCHEME 


For the Preservation of French 
Ascendency. 


THE ADVICE OF A CITIZEN 


Qvezsec, Can., August 22.—[Special].— 
The immigration returns may be against the 
French-Canadian, but the birthrate is decid- 
ediy in his favor. 

This is one country, at least, in which fecun- 
dity is not only popular, but patriotic. 

‘It is no uncommon thing,’’ says Hon. 
James G. Moylan, dominion prison inspector, 
‘to see in the province of Quebec families of 
eighteen and twenty, all born of the same 
mother. In fact, there are known to exist fam- 
ilies in which the number has run up to thirty- 


three.’”’ 

This startling statement, made toa man who 
fad just passed through Connecticut, where 
three. at long intervals, is the limit, was cal- 
culated to arouse a spirit of inquiry. 

Ever since the period when Jacob anxiously 
wished that he had never laid eyes on Leah 
and Rachel, and their numerous handmaids, 
the size of the average family has been a fruit- 
ful subjectof discussion. In pastoral countries, 
wherethe children may grow wild asthe young 
lambs which bleat in the plains, their coming 
is not regarded as an unmixed evil; but under 
civilization Malthusianism find ists first advo- 
cates. It is the civilized mother who desires 
to escape from the responsibilties of her po- 
sition, and in whose interest so much mawkish 


sentimentality is lost. 


The French-Canadian mother, however, is 
free from certain sins to which many of her 
more pretentious sisters are addicted, and, asa 
consequence, we see here a return to the patri- 
archal days when the coming of children was 
regarded with favor. 

And now, that the provincial government 
has offered a bounty of one hundred acres of 
land to every family of twelve living children, 
there will bea fresh impetus given to this 
novel industry. 

“We gain but little from immigration,’’ ex- 
plained a member of the provincial parliament 
this morning, ‘‘while the rest of the dominion 
is increasing rapidly by that means. We trust 
tothe fecundity of our women to offset, in 
time, the odds which are against us, and thus 
enable us to maintain the ascendancy of the 
French race. To encourage large families, as 
well as toinvite the return of all the large 
families which have gone to the ‘‘states,’’ the 
provincial government has decided to give 
this bounty to all of patriarchal number. 
It is with nosmall degree of pride that we 
point to somany French mothers who are 
equal to the combined efforts of the four 
women who were the‘mothers of Jacob’s fam- 
ily. Weare satisfied that, large ashave been 
our families in the past, they will become 
larger in the future.”’ 

The gentleman spoke with evident enthusi- 
The project of meeting immigration by 
natural means, asa settled government policy, 
is certainly something new, having its only 
parallel in the action of the ancient warrior 
who sent his soldiers home, that children 
might be born who would grow up and continue 
the war. 

Applications for this bounty have to be made 
tothe provincial secretary, in the city of Que- 
bec. Notwithstanding the fears’ of some that 
the act would be regarded as a joke, the hab- 
itants have taken toit in dead earnest, and al- 
ready there are over 2,500 applications in fer 
the bounty. It must be recollected that only 
the fathers of twelve living children are eligi- 
ble. Tho great number of families of ten or 
eleven, alive, with several dead; are not in- 
cluded. On the other hand, many of the ap- 
plicants would scorn to limit themselves to 
twelve, but as that is the legal number, no pro- 
vision is made for the overplus. The other 
day I wasin the office of the secretary, when 
two fathers met to file their papers. The first 
gave evidence of sixteen, sound, healthy and 
growing. His companion, giving him a look 
of unutterable contempt, presented his respon- 
sibility for twenty-three, and innocently asked 
if, ina few days, when the twenty-fourth ar- 
rived, he would not be entitled to another 
‘Sounty for the second dozen. 

Ever since the day whon Jaques Cartier first 
pushed up the St. Lawrence to the point now 
known as Montreal, early marriage has been 
pressed upon the people as a necessity. The 
clergy favor early marriages, and are not slow, 
when they see a likely couple of seventeen and 
fourteen, to suggest to them that it is not geod 
to be alone. The consequences of early mar- 
riages and simplicity of life is the absence of 
many ofthe vices so common elsewhere as to es- 
cape notice. The home government took the 
deepest interest in the question of marriages 
and births, in the seventeenth century. It is 
related that in 1671 nearly 700 children were 
born in the colony, though its total population 
was only slightly in excess of 6,000. A letter 
frem the French ministry, dated St. Germain- 
en-Lave, June, 1671, expresses the satisfaction 
of the king upon learning of this large natural 
increase in the population of Canada, and 
upon being given to hope that atleast 1,100 
children would be born in New Francein 1672. 
He inquired also as to the respective number 
of boys and girls bornin 1671 and as to the 
number of marr ages celebrated. Louis XIV. 
shipped fully a thousand girls to Canada be- 
tween 1665 and 1673 to supply the demand for 
wives and to aid in the imerease of population. 
Garneau, the recognized French-Canadian au- 
thor, states that in selecting immigrants for 
Canada the country was regarded rather as a 
mission than as a colony, and that girlsof loose 
morals were shipped back again to France. 
And the Abbe Ferland quotes from the regis- 
ters of the parish church of Quebec to show 
that from 1621 to 1690 only two illegitimate 
children were baptized in the eolony. 

Among the list of early marriages is the 
name of Lieutenant. Rene Gauthier de Varen- 
nes, who on the 26th of September, 1667,mar- 
ried Marie Boucher, daughter of the governor 
of Three Riveys, aged twelve years, and one of 
whose children was Varennes de la Verendrye, 
discoverer of the Rocky mountains. A recent 
writer on the methods employed for promoting 
the increase of the French-Canadian popula- 
tion in Ahe early days of the colony, says that

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CUTS THE THROAT OF HER RIVAL 
WITH A RAZOR,

And Then Turns on the Man in the Case 
and Uses the Blade on Him—A Bloody 
Tragedy Near Graut Park. 


Two negro women engaged in a bloody fight 
last night between 9 and 10 o’clock. 

One was armed with a razor, and in her rage 
came very near killing the other woman. 

A negro man who interfered to prevent the 
infuriated woman who held the razor from 
literally hacking the other to pieces, was also 
frightfully cut across the face. 

It was one of the bloodiest. fights that has 
oecurred in a long while,tand the fact that 
the party who did the cutting was a woman 
gives the affray, when coupled with the other 
circumstances under which it occurred, & 
decidedly dramatic aspect. 

The wounds of the woman cut are very 
serious and the man is also badly hurt. 

Jealousy was at the bottom of the affair. 

Jenny Simms is the negro woman who did 
the cutting, at léast that is the name given by 
the two who came out of the affray bearing 
the razor marks. . 

The woman who was cutis Mattie Simms, 
and the man John Ward. 

The two Simms women are not related, but 
both live in the same yard on Frazier street. 
Ward isa hand at the Metropolitan dummy 
shops and lives near Grant park. 

Mattie Simms’s throat was cut from the left 
ear around under the chin and down to the 
right side of her cheek. 

It was a horrible gash, missing the jugular 
vein and windpipe only by a hair’s breadth. 
The flesh was laid open all the way along the 
gash which gave ita terribly ghastly appear- 
ance. The woman was also hacked in the 
back a half dozen times, and from each wound 
the blood flowed in perfect streams. 

Her clothing was saturated through and 
through, and at the station house, she became 
almost unconscious from loss of blood. 

Ward was gashed from the nose down 
across the chin. Both lips were completely 
severed, and the pieces of flesh clung by 
shreds to his jawbone, which was plainly ex- 
posed, 

The fight occurred this way. Ward and 
Mattie Simms have been going together con- 
siderably. This made Jenny Simms jealous, 
Ward being also in the habit of paying her 
attentions. 

As stated, Ward works at the dummy shops. 
Last night after getting off from work he 
stopped at the house of Mattie Simms, on 
Frazier street, and asked her to go to some 
sort of an entertainment. She put on her Sun- 
day duds and went. 

Jenny Simins heard of the arrangement, and 
it made her very mad. She was jealous, and 
determined to have vengeance. 

Accordingly she boarded the next dummy 
and followed. s 

She reached Ward’s house before he and 
Mattie Simins were ready to start for the enter- 
tainment. Walking in without ceremony she 
began raising a row with the woman, and 
Ward, who was in another room,.called out to 
them to go outside to do their quarrelling. 

They did so, but they had hardly touched 
ground before Mattie Simms began crying for 
he! p. 

When Ward reached the door she was run- 
ning toward the house, the other woman close 
upon her heels, slashing with arazor. Ward 
jumped between the two women and 
got a frightful gash Across 
the face for his trouble. After 
she had cleared the deck, very nearly making 
mince meat of her rival and flooring the man 
in the case, Jenny Simms skipped out throngh 
the woods, and had not been heard of late. 
last night. 

Ward and the woman were put aboard the 
dummy and brought to the station house. 
From there they were both taken to the hos- 
pital, where their wounds were attended to. 

The officers will give the female cutter a 
lively chase. 

About midnight, Detectives Bedford and 
Cason eaught the razor manipulator in the 
neighborhood of her home. She was cut 
slightly on the hands, evidently the work of 
the razor, and had a pair of scratches on the 
forehead, which she got in the encounter. 

When the wounded woman reached the 


her throat broke open, and bet for the fact 
that she was given prompt surgical attention 
she would have bied to death in a short time.

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A HORRIBLE DEATH. 


A Prominent Citizen of Blackshear In- 
stantly Killed. 

BLACKSHEAR, Ga., August 22.—[Special.]—

Struck by a Headless Rattlesnake. 


From The Hartford Times. 

Professor Brewer, of Yale,on Thursday, at Meri 
den, told a good snake story. Years ago he was 
in California, and had his tripod and other sur- 
veyor’s instruments in the field. - Stepping along 
in the bushes he felt a movement under his feet, 
and found that he was standing on a four-and-a- 
half-foot rattlesnake—a large, vicious, and fight- 
ing fellow. But the snake was so completely pin- 
ioned that he could not strike the thick boot that 
held him fast. Professor Brewer held the rattler’s 
head down with his tripod, and cut it off. Then 
he cut off his ratties. Stepping aside he saw the 
body of the snake partly coiled, lying very still. 
Taking out his rule to measure its length, the pro- 
fessor took hold of the serpent to straighten him 
out. 

“Quick as an electric shock,’ said Professor 
Brewer, ‘‘that headless snake brought the bloody 
stump over and struck a hard blow upon the back 
of my hand. I knew that his head was off and that 
he could not poison me, but that quick and hard 
blow of the rattler fairly made my hair stand on 
end.” 

Professor Willister, standing by, said: “I have 
on two or three occasions seen similar sudden 
blows by headless rattlesnakes.”

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THE NEGRO IN GEORGIA. 


HON. R. W. PATTERSON, OF MACON, 
TALKS FORCIBLY 3 


Upon the Subject—Is It Right, He Asks, that 
the Children of White Farmers Should 
Grow Up in Ignorance. 


Hon. R. W. Patterson, of Bibb, was in At- 
janta yesterday. 

For years Mr. Patterson has been one of the 
most prominent and promising of the younger 
men in Georgia politics. His public career has 
been a brilliant one. In thelegislature he was 
one of the most original thinkers and most 
forcible men in the house. 

Mr. Patterson’s originality and force of 
thought have been shown in nothing, perhaps, 
so conspicuously as in his position upon the 
question of negro education. His views upon 
the matter are regarded with interest today all 
over the south, and are attracting attention 
from the north. 

His plan is an entirely new one. 

The first speech he delivered upon this sub- 
ject was widely copied and commented upon. 

Since then he has been invited by a number 
of alliance organizations to address them upon 
the subject, and everywhere he has spoken it 
has been with marked effect. 

The interest in the matteris growing, 

The state papers are discussing it; the al- 
liance organizations are considering it seriously, 
and thinking people all over the south regard 
it with interest asa new proposition for the 
solving of this great question. 

During his stay of a few hours in the city 
yesterday Mr. Patterson was found at the 
Kimball, and talked at considerable length 
upon the subject. 

THE NEGRO OSTRACISES THE SOUTH. 

“Tam giad,’’ said Mr. Patterson, “toexpress 
my views on this subject on all occasions. It 
is one in which I believe that the peop'e of the 
states are beginning to express a deep interest, 
which they have long felt, and I doubt not 
that the matter will appear in some shape be- 
fore the next legislature. 

‘‘My position, briefly stated, is this: The 
presence of the negro in his present numbers 
in the south ostracises that section from the 
other sections of the republic. It largely pre- 
vents immigration from other parts of the 
union into Georgia, for instance. 
So long as the white people and the 
negroes exist in anything like equal numbers 
this state of things will continue. Whenever 
the south begins to prosper, and diversify her 
business interests so as to come into competi- 
tion with the north and west, the mechanics 
and small farmers of those sections will feg! to- 
ward her that jealousy and animosity which 
they feel toward a foreign country, which, by 
reason of the cheap labor of an inferior race, 
places them in a position of unequal competi- 
tion. The fact that we can sell cotton at 10 
cents a pound at our doors, while the western 
farmer can only get about 6 cents a pound for 
his meat in Georgia, and the further fact that 
statistics show that it cost 8 a ton to manu- 
facture pig iron in the south against from $13 
to $16 in Pennsylvania. had more to do with 
the effort to pass the force bill than all the 
slection riots that have ever occurred in the 
south. Without discussing this at length it is 
sufficient to say that as long as the negroes re- 
main in their present numbers among us, we 
will be set apart from the rest of the republic, 
and will be a target for hostile legislation. 

“The gradual distribution of the negro 
throughout the United States is, in my opinion, 
the only saivation for the south. To accom- 
plish this we must so shape our state legisla- 
tion that the negro will not be entitled to more 
rights and privileges in the state of Georgia 
than he is in the northern and western 
states. Oneof the greatest burdens that the 
white people of Georgia have is 
THE EDUCATION OF THE COLORED CHILDREN. 

“Tt is a fact that the children of the small 
farmers throughout the state have to work in 
the fields, and the children of the mechanics 
in our cities have to work in the factories, or 
other places, in order to contribute their portion 
to the support of the family, while 
the fathers of these children are 
paying taxes to educate the negro 
children who do not work, but who go to 
school. One great reason for this is the 
cheapness with which the negro lives. A 
negro can make from $8 to $10a month and 
send three or four children to school, while a 
white man, who makes from $20 to $30 a 
month, can hardly keep onethere. Again; it 
is a fact that the white people pay the taxes 
that diverts a portion of their scant earnings 
from the support of their families. I believe 
in common schools, but the existence of two 
separate racesin the south, forbidden by the 
constitution of the state, and, asI believe, by 
the law of God, to intermarry, or what is tant- 
amount to the same, social equality, differen- 
tiates this section from other countries in re- 
spect tocommon schools. I think, therefore, 
that it is just that the common school fund of 
the state should be divided between the races 

IN PROPORTION TO THE TAXES 

paid by each. If this is done it will place the 
negroes facilities for legislation within reach 
of the white children,and will at the same time 
have a tendency to distribute the negroes over 
the United States, because the real reason why 
they continue to exist in such large numbers 
in the south is, that they haye more privileges 
Yere than they have anywhere else. 

‘I have heard it urged that this plan is un- 
constitutional. There is nothing in the con- 
stitution of the United States, in my judg- 
ment, which will prohibitit. The supreme 
courts of Ohio, Indiana and California, and 
other courts which it is unnecessary now to 
mention, have decided that the fourteenth 
amendment to the constitution of the United 


‘States, which practically guarantees to the 


colored race the same privileges and im- 
munities as it does to the white race, does not 
apply to a participation in the school fund 
raised by state taxation. They say thatif the 
state should repeal its common schoo] law en- 
tirely the negroes could not complain, nor 
could that section of the United States be in- 
voked to prevent it. 

“T am told, however, that it is class legisla- 
tion. This is no more class legislation than it 
is to say which school the white children shall 
attend, and which the colored children shall 
attend. It is certainly no more.class legisla- 
tion than itis to say that a white man shall 
not marry a negro, and that a 
negro shall not. marry a white woman. 
It seems tome that thereis neither common 
sense nor justice in the states educating a 
negro to a position, which, by its constitution, 
it furbids him to occupy. So long as we say 
that there shall not be intermarriage between 
the races, we say that there shall be no social 
equality. So long as we say that~ there shall 
be no sceial equality, we practically say that 
negro lawyers, p and doctors shall not 
practice their professions among the white 
people. Wealso say that negro school teach- 
ers shail not teachin the white schools, and 
that negro clerks shall not wait on ladies in 
our dry. goods stores, or the thousand and one 
positions which can only be filled by those who 
stand upon the same plane, socially, as those 
whose wants they supply. Some of the most

son. “I can tell you more about that after 
the 3d of September, but should I be there, I 
shall almost certainly introduce some bill on 
this line, and I believe that the next legisla- 
ture will pass some such legislation. There is 


an overwhelming sentiment in favor of this 


among the working men and farmers. By in- 
vitation I have spoken on this subject to sev- 
eral very large gatherings of farmers, and 
there has come to ine an almost 

UNIVERSAL EXPRESSION OF APPROVAL 
from every audience to whom I have spoken 
on this subject. I have spoken at 
Georgia barbecues, and though I devoted my- 
self to the dryest statistics, the farmers have 
gathered around me with eager interest, which 
of course, proved that there was nothing in the 
way in which I said it, but that it was simply 
because I was discussing a question about 
which they had ail thought, and abont which 
they desired exact and statistical information. 
The white people pay 
THIRTY-FIVE THIRTY-SIXTHS OF THE TAXES 
in Georgia, and the negroes are progressing in 
education alinest twice as fast as the white 
people. Since the adoption of the present 
constitution the increase of negro children in 
the public schools compared to the increase of 
the white children has been two for one. 
There are now more negro children in the 
public schools of Georg*a in proportion to their 
numbers in the state than there are white 
children, but thirty-five thirty-sixths of that 
fund is paid by the white people. 

‘I feel an abiding confidence that this state of 
affairs must be remedied. A quarter of a cen- 
tury has passed since the war. We have suf- 
fered cnough on that account. We have given 
to the negroes, by the sweat of our brows, the 
ru‘liznents of éduecation, and it is time now 
that they should be no longer pensioners upon 
the bounty of an impoverished people. If we 
were able to doit, I should be glad that we 
were taxed to educate them, but we are not 
able to doit, and by doing it we are 

DEPRIVING OUR OWN CHILDREN 
of that education which, by the laws of nature, 
they should expect at our hands. 

‘*T believe that the alliancemen of the stato, 
as a rule, are largely interested in this matter. 
Iam considerably interested in farming my- 
self, and I have had to study this negro ques- 
tion by practical necessity from the stand- 
point ofafarmer. It is hard to see bare-footed 
white girls working in a cotton patch and 
grown negro women in attendance upon the 
public schools, supported practically by the 
tax of the white man. The daughter of many 
a white taxpayer in Georgia has, with blis- 
tered feet and aching limbs, at the *tender age 
of eleven or twelve, been working in the 
cotton field’ this summer. Many a wan, 
pinched face among the children of the 
poor white people in Georgia may be 
seen each day in our factories. The boon of 
education, which might open inviting possi- 
bilities to them, is denied them, and cenied 
thein largely because their parents, by their 
labor and by their taxes, have had to contribute 
to the elucation of the negroes. 

‘That this is not right is a proposition which 
Iam prepared to fearlessly maintain before 
the people of Georgia and the enlightened 
judgment of the wor!d.” 


A PECULIAR STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


The State Has Work to Do and No Money 
to Pay for It. 

Here is a state of affairs that probably never 
occurred before in the history of Georgia, and 
never will occur again. 

The law provides that when the tax return 
of any railroad is unsatisfactory, the property 
shall be assessed by a board of assessors, ap- 
pointed by the governor and paid by the state. 

The compensation provided for it is $4 a 
day. At that rate, of course, it is difficult to 
secure a competent board of assessors. It is 
almosta labor of love on the partof those 
gentlemen doing the work. 

The return of the Covington and Macon is 
unsatisfactory, being so reported by the comp- 
troller general. 

The property, says the law, shall now be 
assessed. 

But it happens at the same time, there is 
not asingle dollarin the treasury wherewith 
to pay the expense of assessment. 

What then? 

To be one of the assessors is not only to 
work for nothing, but to pay one’s own ex- 
penses as well, and who wants to be an asses- 
sor? Nobody; and yet the law says the work 
must be done. 

The board of assessorsin the case of ‘the 
Atlanta and Florida, and the Savannah and 
Americus were out several days, paying their 
own expenses the while, and upon their re- 
turn home paid a typewriter $5 to draw up 
their report in shape. 

They learned, upon presenting their ac- 
counts, that the Jast dollar of the contingent 
fund was gone, and that they had been work- 
ing for nothing and paying their own ex- 
penses.

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THUSE LOST RECORDS. 


JUDGE MARGHALL J. CLAKE REN- 
DERS A DECISION 


In Favor of the Land Title Warranty and 
Safe Deposit Company—His Opinion 
in the Matter. 


Judge Marshall J. Clarke rendered a very 
important decision yesterday morning. ; 

It wasinthe case of the county commis- 
sioners against the Land Title Warranty and 
Safe Deposit Company. 

The ruling read as follows: 

It is the judgment of the court upon consider- 
ing the within exceptions that the said proceed- 
ings for. the production of the books of the Land 
Vitle Warranty and Safe Deposit Company while 
in name and form are to procure evidence in @ 
oo suit isin sutstance and principle an at- 

empt to appropriate private property to public 
use, without any compevsation whatever, and 
therefore violative of the constitution of this 
state. 

It is accordingly ordered that said exceptions 
be overruled and that the report of the auditor 
as to the question involved in such exceptions be 
affirmed. 

The case is one of long standing, and the 


outlines are familiar to all. 

In 1885 certain record books were lost from 
the office of the clerk of the court of Fulton 
county, and every effort to discover them was 
fruitiess. 

An act of the legislature passed in 1887 em- 
powered the judge of Fulton superior court to 
take steps to establish the records by procuring 
copies of the same. 

But there was a proviso that this must be 
done on petition of the ordinary of the county. 

Judge W. L. Calhoun, ordinary, put in the 
petition, which was formally considered by 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke, who, in compliance 
with the law, appointed Judge Rufus J. Dor- 
sey auditor in the case. 

The only chance to secure the proper copies 
was from the Land Title Warranty and 
Safe Depesit Company, and the county 
commissioners made q formal application to 
them for the use of their books to make from 
them the necessary copies. The company 
refused to give up their books unless allowed 
proper compensation, which the county de- 
clined to give. 

A suit resulted, and Judge Dorsey, as 
auditor, sustained the company in its answer 
to the application. 

Messrs. Hall & Hammond were employed 
by the county authorities to fight the case, and 
they drew up a bill of exceptions to the ruling 


| of the auditor, claiming that he was in error 


in deciding in favor of the Land Title War- 
rant and Safe Deposit Company, on general 
grounds.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock

NEW YORK, August 22.—In the stock market 
voday there was much less excitement than yes- 
terday and a material reaction from the depres - 
sion was brought about chiefly by the covering of 
shorts and Londow purchases on the prospect of 
easier money. Money ruled easier throughout 
the day than on yesterday, but rates were carried 
in the forenoon to as high as *4 per cent per diem 
and interest, falling at the close to 3 per cent. The 
money question is still the most important dis- 
turbing element in Wall street. During the day the 
subtreasury received and paid for about two mil- 
lion dollar’s worth of bonds, and the proceeds 
were put to good use, sensibly relieving the strin- 
gency, and the rate went down steadily until the 
close. The opening of the market was very strong 
on the expectation that something would be done 
today, and advances over last night’s figures ex- 
tended to 2’, per cent in the case of Chicago Gas, 
with the general hist from 14 to 144 per cent higher. 
The demand for.money, however, was still un- 
promising, and sold the list off again to fractional 
amounts, though in few cases were the early ad- 
vances wiped out. There was covering, however, 
and room traders took the long side again, and 
London aided in putting the market up on shorts 
by moderate purchases of its favorites. A weak 
spot in the market was Sugar Refineries, which 
fell away nearly 4 per cent and failed to make 
good the loss, although rallying sharply later in 
the day. There was nothing heard of the strike, 
and it has now been so thoroughly discounted that 
it has ceased entirely to be a factor in Wall street. 
The improvement, when once fairly started, made 
rapid progress and continued until late in the last 
hour,when gains over last night’s figures extended 
to about 2 per cent. Toward the close some real- 
izations of profits accrued on the day’s advance 
caused a slight reaction in figures, but a firm tone 
was maintained and the close was quiet but firm 
at close to the best prices of the day. Silver was 
stronger but less active.
